The  datement  now  given  may  fervc  to 
Ihsw,  that  to  allow  tceptica]  and  irreligious 
fentiments  to  be  maintained  and  propagated 
i'ri  this  college  would  bean  unjud,  8c  even  fa- 
tril;.;:  us  perverlion  both  of  the  defign  and 
'property  of  its  founders.  The  property  and 
truft  that  we  hold  weie  bellowed  to  promote 
chriitian  piety,  and  therefore  as  hpnefl  men 
-r-re  car. not  Hermit  it  to  be  oppofed  or  trifled 
■with.  We*  are  not;  indeed,  going  to  turn  m- 
quilitors,  and  to  fearch  your  minds,  or  require 
you  to  avow  your  fecret  fentiments^  But  if 
any  dudent  voluntarily  avows  opinions  hoftile 
to  revelation  he  mud  leave  this  iriditution. 
Nochridian  parent  would  or  ought  to  permit 
fuch  a  perfon  to  remain  in,  his  iainily.  It 
cannot  confill  with  the  confidence  repofed  in 
us,  to  give  opportunity  to  fuch  an  individual 
to  corrupt  the  minds  of  thofe  youth  whole 
Chriftian  parents,  relying  on  our  fidelity  in 
this  point,  have  committed  them  to  our  care, 
and  who.  would  edeem  the  death  of  their  chil- 
dren a  oielhng  in  companion  with  their  be- 
coming infidels.  .... 

But  while  we  thus  abfoiutely  profcribe  all 
infidel  and  irreligious  books,  converfation,  and 
difcourfe,  we  do  not  impofe  on  any  of  you  a 
particular  religious  creed.  We  are  ourfclves 
of  different  Chriftian  denominations,  and  you 
are  at  liberty  to  belong  to  any  that  you  or 
your  parents  chufe,  while  you  conform  to  the 
laws  of  the  inftitution. 

From  the  view  that  has  been  taken,'  two 
particulars  refult,  which  mayferve  to  epito- 
mize in  your  minds  what  you  are  to  expect 
jn  the  difcipliue  and  government  of  this  col- 
lege. *.»TI 

I.  Offences  againft  GOD,  or  direct  viola- 
tions of  the  divine  or  mora!  laws,  will  ever 
be  confidered  and  treated  as  the  molt  aggra- 
vated of  all.  To  thefe  the  lead  allowance 
will  be  made;  the  leafl  indulgence  or  toler- 
ance will  be  (hewn.  We  mould,  in  any  cir- 
cumuance,  be  utterly  unworthy  to  fnflaiii  the 
character  of  guardians  and  teachers  of  youth, 
if  wc  did  not  lay  this  down  as  a  principle  ; 
but  in  our  circumdances,  if  we  Ihould  fail  to 
do  it,  we  Ihould,  as  you  have  feen,  literally 
betray  our  trull. 

TI.  The  very  next  grade  of  offences  is 
conditutcd  by  any  difreipedt,  difregard  or 
difobedience,  fhewn  to  the  authority  of  the 
college.  This  (hikes  at  the  very  root  of  that 
domeftic  or  family  government  by  which,  Is 
mou  have  heard,  the  inftitution  is  regulated. 
Neither  order,  comfort,  nor  improvement  can 
exift  in  a   family  where  the  heads  of  it 


All  who  are  difpofed  are  now  to  come  for- 
ward and  take  a"d  fubferibe  their  obligations 
to  obey  the  lavs  of  the  inftitution' 

The  queftions  propofed,  and  the  anfwers 
received  train  each  ftudent,  were  the  follow- 
ing— 

®;  Have  you  read  and  underflood  thefe 
laws.  ? 
A.  I  have. 

<5.  Do  you  mod  loleoinly  pledge  your  truth 
and  honor  to  obey  them  ? 
A.  I  do. 

Thefe  quedions  were  propofed  by  the  Go- 
vernor of  the  State,  ailing;  as  preiident  of  the 
corporation,  and  there  waS'hot  a  ftudent,  «vho 
did  not  voluntarily!  and  readily  return  the 
anfwers  required,  and  afterwards  fubicribe 
his  name  to  a  copy  of  the  laws. 

The  faculty  of  the  college  was  then  ad- 

drefled  as  follows — 

G'nnkmcn  of  the  Faculty,  

By  the  order,  tk  in  the  name  ofthe  trudees, 
I  am  now  to  uddrcf.  a  few  words  to  you.  We 
have  placed  in  your  hands  a  mofl  facrcd  truft, 
we  have  committed  thefe  youth  to  your  care, 
and  their  prefent  and  future  well  being  rray, 
under  GOD,  very  much  depend  on  your  fide- 
lity to  them.  We  expect  that  you  will  be 
faithful.  We  expect  that  your  abilities  will 
be  exetted  to  the  very  uttnoft  in  their  infti  uc- 
tion  and  government.  We  folerr.nly  charge 
you  to  let  this  be  realized.  We  deliver  to 
ycu,  this  day,  a  band  of  youth,  who  ha>e  vo- 
luntarily promifad  to  obey  the  laws  of  the 
inftitution.  You  have  heard  us  tell  them 
that  thele  laws  must  be  obeyed.  We  now 
tell  you  that  you  must  execute  them.  We 
pledge  "u;  ("elves  to  bear  you  out  in  it,  at  eve- 
ry rifk  ;  and  doing  this,  we  tell  you  explicit- 
ly, tiia.t  we  will  require  it  at  your  hands.  We 
refpect  your  characters,  your  ofiice,  and  your 
talents.'  But  we  know  that  all  good  men  arc 
willing  and  defiroiis  to  be  reminded  of  their 
duty  frequently  and  plainly,  and  therefore  wc 
thusfpeak.  Good  men  are  willing  V°  be  laid 
under  the  inoft  facred  bonds  to  difcHargf 
their  duty.  You  know  that  you  are  under 
fuch  bonds.  Not  only  are  they  fmpofed  by 
the  very  nature  of  ycur  bufinefs,  as  inftruc- 
tors  of  youth,  but  they,  are  ftrengthened  by 
the  folemnitiet  of  an  official  oath — You  have 
fworn  to  be  faithful — And  brethre  n,  we  have 
confidence  (fl  you  that  you  will  be  faithful  to 
your  truft — We  pray  GOD  to  fupport  and 
blefs  you  in  it.'  May  he  give  you,  the  un- 
fpeakable  pleafure  to  fee  hi»  work  p.rofper  in 
your  hands.  May  he  fender  you  inllruraen- 
tal  in  fitting  many  eminently  to  ferve  him 
id  their  generation  in  this  world,  and  at

heretofore.  We  truft  and  hope,  however  that 
you  will  confider  this  very  circumilance  as

A  monkey,  af- 
ter all,  is  the  fur.cefsfut  rival  of  every  genius 
of  this  defcription.  Love  order  then,  as  in/ 
dicative  both  of  mental  energy  and  impro\*- 
ment,  and  of  moral  difpofitions  and  atuin- 
"ments.  Love  order,  regularity,  and  induflry, 
as  eftentially  nec<  Ifary  to  your  progrefs  in  fci- 
ence,  and  to  your  comfort,  ufefulnefs,  and 
refpeetability  in  the  world.  Love  and  prac- 
tice them  yourfelves  ;  countenance  and  en- 
courage them  in  one  another. 

Finally,  young  gentlemen,  be  reminded.! 
that  if  you  are  dudious,  virtuous,  and  pio^x] 
you  wiil  be  happy  in  your  prefent  fituati 
you  will  qualify  yourfelves  for  honorable 
tin&ion  m  futur/life  ;  you  will  be  the  rorlC

Ex'taft  of  a  letter  from  New-Orleans,  to  a 
rcfpectaWe  mercantile  houfe  in  this 
dated  October  19. 
M  Yefterday  between  the  hours  of  two  and 
three  in  the  afternoon,  this  port  was  fhut 
againft  Americans,  by  order  of  the  iytAj.int  ; 
and  what  is  more  aftoniftting  and  truly-  lamtVn- 
table  is,  that  in  the  fame  order,  the  depofit 
of  our  goods  and  produce,  ceafe  from'the 
date  of  the  order.  Enclosed  I  fend  y*u  a 
copy  of  the  order,  carefully  tranllated  into 
EngtTQ]  i'roin  the  Spanifh — I  beg  that  you 
will  give  it  immediate  publicity,  that  our 
countrymen  may  not  adt  in  the  dark.  I  dare 
not  comment  on  the  fubject — It  has  produc- 
ed a  general  fermentation  ;  and  the  peace, 
happinefs  and  tranquility  of  all  are  greatlv 
diftnrhed.  'Tis  confide'.cd  here  as  a  declara- 
tion of  WAR,  and  the  citizens  here  look 
forward  to  defperate  confequences. 

Another,  fajne  date. 
u  'Tis  not  pretended  that  the  intendant 
had  any  orders  from  cou't  for  this  mod  un- 
expected determination  [the  not  allowing 
Americans  the  privilege  of  depofiting  their 
goods  at  Orleans] — We  ar^  told  that  the  mi- 
nifter  exprefied  fome  furprife  at  obfervingthe 
depoDt  stiii  continued  in  the  city  of  Or- 
leans, after  the  expiration  of  the  three  years, 
expecting  certainly  fome  other  equivalent 
place  to  be  appropriated,  for  the  depot  . on  the 
Miffiffinpi.  Every  officer  of  government, 
and  every  individual  in  the  colony,  we  believe 
differs  in  opinion  with  the  intendant  except 
his  counlulor  (alfefior)  and  all  dread  the  con- 
fequences. The  governor  had  threatened  to 
oppofe  the  refolution  of  the  intendant,  but 
has  done  nothing.  It  muft  now  reft  with 
our  government.  The  French  troops  are 
daily  expected  here  to  take  pofTeffion  of  the 
colony." 

Wc  publifhed  the  following  in  a  Gazette 
Extra,  on  Saturday  ;  but  as  it  had  only  a 
partial  circulation,  wc  infert  it  again. 

We  were  this  morning  favored  with  a 
hand-bill  printed  at  Natchez  October 
28th,  containing  the  following  inform- 
ation, which  we  haften  to  lay  before 
our  readers. 

Extraftof  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in  New- 
Orleans  to  his  friend  in  this  place,  dated 
October  19,  1803* 

"  Yefterday  the  Intendant  ifTued  orders.,  not 
only  for  (Hutting  the  port  of  New-Orleans 
againft  American  veflels  coming  with  cargoes 
to  fell,  which  was  expected  ;  but  even  totally 
to  prevent  the  depofit — a  ftep  that  mull  pro- 
duce infinite  embarralfincnt,  as  well  as  jpu|Ji 
lofs  to  many  of  the  citizens  of  the  U\t£d 
States.  Two  boats  that  arrived  from 
yederday,  with  flour,  were  not  allowed 
land  it,  coufrqucntly  cotton,  8tc.  comi 
from  Natchez  will  be  in  the  fame  predica- 
ment." 

PROCLAMATION 
of  the  Intendant. 

As  long  as  it  was  neceffary  to  tolerate  the 
trade  of  neutrals  which  is  now  aboiiiiied,  it 
uoufd  hive  been  prejudicial  to  this  colony, 
that  the  Intendant  complying  with  his  duty 
Ihouid  have  prevented  the  depofit  in  this  city 
of  the  property  of  Americans  as  granted  to 
them  by  the  '22  article  of  the  Treaty  of 
Friendfhip,  Limits  and  Navigation  of  the  2~th 
October,  1795,  at  the  expiration  of  the  three 
vears  prefixed  ;  but  now  that  with  the  pub- 
lication of  the  treaty  of  Amiens,  and  the 
re-eftablilhment  of  the  communications-he. 
tween  the  Englidi  and  Spaniflt  fubjefls. 
inconvenience  has  ceafed,  confiderin; 
the  22d  article  of  the  faid  treaty  prevent ms 
continuing  this  toleration,  which  necedity 
icquired  after  the  fulfillment  of  the  ftipulated 
time  this  miniftry  can  no  longer  confent  to  it 
without  an  exprefs  order  of  the  King's. 
Therefore  without  prejudice  to  the  exporta- 
tion of  what  has  been  admitted  in  proper  time, 
I  order  that  from  this  date  fliall  cease  the 
privilege  which  the  Americans  had  of  bring- 
ing and  depositing  their  goods  in  this  capitol. 
And  that  the  foregoing  may  be  publicly 
known,  and  that  nobody  may  plead  ignorance, 
I  order  it  to  be  publifhed  in  the  accuftomed 
places  copies  to  be  potted  up  in  public  ;  and 
thst  the  neceffary  notice  to  be  given  of  it  to 
the  Departments  of  Finance,  Rryal  Cudom- 
houfe,  and  others  that  may  be  thought  proper.

We  here  publidi  the  article  of  the  Treaty  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  his  Catholic 
Majedy,  referred  to  above. 
Art.  22.  The  two  high  contracting  par- 
ties, hoping  that  the  good  corrofpendence  and 


friendfhip  which  happily  riign;  between  them, 
will  be  further  encreVftd  by  this  treaty,  and 
that  it  will  contribute  to  augment  their  prof- 
perity  and  opulence,  will  in  future  give  to 
their  mutual  commerce  all  the  extenlion  and 
favor  which  the  advantages  of  both  countries 
may  require. 

And  in  confequence  of  the  ftipulations 
contained  in  the  fourth  article,  his  Catholic 
Majefty  will  permit  the  citizens  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  the  fpate  of  three  years  from 
this  time  to  depofit  their  merchandizes  and 
effects  in  the  port  of  New-Orleans,  and  to 
export  them  from  thence  without  paying  any 
other  duty  than  a  fair  price  for  the  hire  . of 
the  dares,  and  his  majefty  promifes  either  to 
continue  this  permifiion,  jf  ilc  f5nQ<  ;t  not 
prejudicial  to  the  interefts  of  Spain,  or  if  he 
ihould  not  agree  to  continue  it  there,  he  will 
aflign  on  another  part  of  the  banks  of  the 
Mijfifiipoi  an  equivalent  cftablilhmen':.  A  i 

The  legiflature  have  pafl'ed  the  following  laws.

In  the  houfe  of  reprefentatives,  Saturday, 
November  20, 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Lancader,.  the  houfe 
took  up  the  amendments  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole  to  the  bill  dividing  this  date  into 
congreffional  didricts,  reported  on  yederday  ; 
and  the  fird  amendment  being  read  in  the 
following  words,  viz — "  In  the  Id  feclion, 
line  the  2d,  drike  out  the  word  <k  fix,"  and  in- 
fert in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  two,  one  dif- 
tridt  to  be  competed  of  the  counties  on  the 
fotith  fide  of  the  Kentucky  river  ;  and  the 
other  didrict  to  be  compofed  of  the  counties 
on  the  north  fide  of  the  faid  river,  including 
the  counties  of  Franklin  and  Gallatin,  and 
that  three  members  be  elected  in  each  dif- 

Mr.  Lancader,  moved  that  the  following 
fliould  be  adopted  iu  lieu  of  the  faid  amend- 
ment, viz — "  This  date  dull  be,  and  is  here- 
by divided  into  fix  congreffional  didricts  ;  tho 
ti  1  ft  diftrict  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  Li- 
vingfton,  Chriftian,  Logan,  Warren,  Barren, 
Muhlenburg,  Ohio,  Adair,  Cumberland,  Pu- 
lafki  and  Wayne  :—  The  fecond  diftrict  to 
confift  of  the  counties  of  Madifon,  Canard, 
Lincoln,  Mercer  and  Knox  : — the  third  dif- 
trict to  cohfid  of  the  counties  of  Green, 
WaJhington,  Nelfon,  Hardin,  Breckinridge, 
Bullitt  and  Jtfferfon  : — the  fourth  didrict  to 
confift  of  the  counties,  of  Shelby,  Henry, 
Gallatin,  Franklin,  Scott,  Harrifon,  Camp- 
bell, Pendleton  and  Bracken: — the  fifth  dif- 
trict to  confill  of  the  counties  of  Woodford, 
Fayette,  Teffamine,  Clarke  and  Montgome- 
ry : — and  the  fiy.th  didrict  to  confift  of  the^r* 
counties  of  Bourbon,  Nicholas,  Mafon,  Fltan- 
ming  and  Floyd."

There  is  none  it  could  give  me 
that  would  be  any  ways  equal  to  the  profits  I 
could  make  as  an  authot,  for  I  have  an  efta- 
blifhed  fiOo*"  in  the  literary  world,  could  1  re- 
concile it  to  my  principles  to  make  money 
by  politics  or  religion.  I  muft  be  in  every 
thing  what  1  have  been,  a  difmterefted  volun- 
teer. My  proper  fphere  of  action  is  on  the 
common  floor  of  citizenfliip,  &  to  honed  men 
I  give  my  hand  and  my  heart  freely. 

"  I  have  fome  manufcript  works  to  publidi, 
of  which  I  (hall  give  proper  notice  ;  and  fome 
Mechanical  affairs  to  bring  forward  that  will 
einploy  all  my  leifure  time.

LONDON,  September  22. 

The  firll  conful  purfucs  his  gigantic  plans 
■with  uncealing  ardour.  By  an  Organizing 
Senatus  Confultum,  the  departments  of  the 
Po,  la  Doria,  Marengo,  Sezia,  U  Stura,  k 
Ttnaro,  have  been  formerly  declared  united 
to  the  French  republic,  and  the  number  of 
deputies  fix^d  which  each  are  to  fend  to  the 
legiflative  body.  Turin  is  declared  one  of 
the  cities  of  the  republic.  The  King  of 
Sardina  is  thus  cut  off  from  all  hope  of  be- 
ing re-ellabliflied  in  his  dominions  ;  nor  has 
any  thing,  even  in  the  name  of  an  indemnity, 
been  provided  for  him.  How  hard  his  lot  ! 
after  exhatifting  his  ftrength  in  defence  of 
Religion,  Order  and  Good  Goverment  I  The 
reflorermfjeligion  finds  it  advifablc  not  to 
reftore  tjf  Monarch.  Turin  may  be  confi- 
itered  as  one  of  the  keys  of  Italy,  and,  by  the 
prefent  arrangements,  the  people  of  that 
country,  under  the  mock  name  of  indepen- 
dence, are  rendered  mere  vaffals  to  France. 
September  24. 

We  yflerday  received  the  Paris  Journals 
cf  the  20th  inftant.  They  inform  us,  that 
the  affairs  of  the  indeminities  feems  to  be  de- 
finitively concluded,  unlefs  the  emperor  fliould 
endeavor  by  force  of  arms  to  procure  more 
favorable  terms  ;  a  refolution  which  the 
ftant  reinforcement  of  his  army  would  feem 
to  indicate. 

BERNE,  September  13. 

The  French  minillers  received  yeflerday  a 
courier  from  Paris.  Nothing  has  yet  tranf- 
pired  of  the  difpatches  brought  by  him  ;  but 
they  cannot  be  otherwife  than  interefling  to 
our  country.  A  great  event  is  preparing, 
■which  it  is  laid  will  take  place  to-morrow. 
During  the  two  laft  days  very  acYive  and  mul- 
tiplied conferences  were  held  at  the  landam- 
man  Doiders.  We  are  allured,  that  it  is  in 
contemplation  to  appoint  a  Dictator  or  Grand 
Conciliator  :  and  that  citizen  Dohler  is  defig- 
nated  for  that  extraordinary  magiftracy. 
September  14. 

An  event  little  expected  occupies  the  pub- 
lic attention,  and  gives  rife  to  a  thoufand  con- 
jectures. Citizen  Dolder,  landamman,  has 
been  carried  off  this  morning  from  his  houfe, 
and  under  the  eye  of  his  guards,  after  havni, 
been  obliged  to  relign  his  office. 

The  cantons  of  Argovic  and  Baden  are  ii 
a  complete  flate  of  infurrecYion.  All  the 
peafants  have  rifen  en  masse,  and  have  made 
themlelves  matters  of  Brugg  and  Leuzberg  : 
and  lalt  evening,  when  the  courier  left  Ar- 
yan, that  city  was  threatened  with  invafion. 
The  peafants  afterwards  propofed  to  direct 
their  march  againft  the  caflle  of  Arbourg,  to 
liberate  a  man  named  May  de  Schoftland, 
who  is  detained  there. 

The  latelt  public  accounts  from  Zurich  are 
pot  of  a  tranquil  complexion-  General  Au- 
dermatt,  had  taken  a  very  advantageous  pofi- 
tion  near  the  city,  and  was  tasking  difpoti 
tions  to  fire  upon  it  with  red  hot  balls,  (liould 
it  refufe  to  furrender. —  Letters  of  a  more 
recent  date  fay  that  he  has  executed  his  pro- 
ject, and  that  feveral  parts  of  the  city  were 
on  fire. 

The  members  of  the  fenate  fcr.t  to  citizen 
Dolder  are  returned,  and  are  at  this  moment 
making  their  report  to  the  fenate.  It  is  not 
at  prefent  foreiecn  what  turn  our  alfairs  will 
take. 

September  16. 

Citizen  Dolder,  landamman,  Hutteman  and 
Fefty,  ftadthalters,  who  hid  given  in  their  re- 
fignation  on  the  14th  and  1 5th,  have  return- 
ed to  the  refumption  of  their  functions,  in 
confluence  of  an  invitation  from  the  fenate. 

The  war  office  has  this  morning  received 
accounts  of  the  capitulation  of  Zurich. 

A  courier  arrived  1  aft  evening  from  head- 
quarters, has  brought  difpatches  announcing 
that  a  column  of  about  2000  peafants  of  the 
canton  of  Zurich  had  joined  the  Helvetic  ar- 
my ;  and  that  a  reinforcement  of  about  400 
men,  in  two  bodies,  deflined  for  the  city,  have 
been  defeated  by  our  troops  of  the  line  and 
militia,  and  efpeciaily  by  our  borie  chaireurs, 
■who  have  difperfed  the  infurgents,  killed  ma- 
ny, and  «iade  forty  prifoners. 

NEW-YORK,  November  8. 
An  article  from  Leghorn  mentions  that  the 
American  fquadron  which  blockaded  Tripoli, 
having  attempted  alanding  with  two  thoufand 
men,  were  completely  defeated.  We  totally 
diftruft  th;s  report,  as  the  whole  of  the  crews 
of  the  fquadron  inoft  probably  did  not  exceed 
that  number.  A  fmall  force  landing  for  pro- 
vifions  was  probably  harrafled  or  furrounded, 
and  to  no  further  extent  is  the  rumor  to  be 
credited.
